Hon. Mr. Campbell moved that tho 
Houae go into Committee of the W'hole 
upon Bill (C) "To amend and consolidate 
the laws respecting Indiana." 

Hon. Mr. Bureau aaid— The Iniliana of 
British Columbia, Victoria Su^srinten- 
dency, had by legi.slativo appropriation in 
1877-78, the sum of 813,200. The Super- 
intendent, Mr. I. W. Powell, receives a 
salary of ^,G00 and §400 additional; Mr.

Hon. Mr. Cornwall — Does the hon. 
gentleman know the number of the In- 
dian population of British Columbia! 

Hon. Mr. Burea"' — The money appro- 
priated on account of the Indians in Brit- 
ish Columbia must be expended in a most 
extraordinaiy manner, and I wish to draw 
the attention of the hon. Senators from 
that Province to tho fact, so that they can 
inquire into tho matter. The Dominion 
Commissioner, Mr. Anderson, receives a 
salary of §3,140; then Mr. Sproat, joint 
commissioner, rc-eives $1,345; another 
Mr. Sproat roceivt'S $500, and somebody 
else, a census-taker, receives $5iO aS A 
permanent o£5cer, though he cannot be 
taking a census every year. Then there 
are other expenses under the head of 
Eraser Superintendency amounting to 
813,711, out of a legislative appropriation 
of 817,000. I think it is time that the 
Government should put an end to this ex- 
travagant expenditure. If we aro to help 
the Indians, we should do so by giving 
them food and educating them. I am not 
in favor of tho Mounted Police system. 
I have more confidence in the clergyman 
who goes in and cbristianiacs them, and 
teaches them industry and mondity. I 
will not occupy tho time of tho Sonato by 
referring to tho expenditures in other 
parts of the Dominion. British Columbia 
13 a fair illustration of tho system. 

Hon. Mr. Campbell — With reference 
to the remarks of tho hon. Senator from 
DeLorimier (Mr. Bureau), no doubt the 
expenditure is very large as compared 
with the amount ot money which reaches 
tho Indians, more particularly those in 
British Columbia, but then tho hon. gen- 
tleman should bear in mind that in that 
Province tho Indians aro very well off, 
and do not need to be supplied with food. 
Thoy subsist by tho chase and fishing, 
and tho money which roaches thom is only 
for the maintenance of the sick and help- 
less, and affords no criterion of the work 
done by tho Department. No doubt the 
expenditure is larger than would bo ex- 
pected for the same number of white peo- 
ple, because there is a great deal of work 
p8ouliar;.to^'tlio management pf ilndiaiui 
an^ it ia liofc fair to judge of the results 
by the amount which reaches tho tribes. 
Tho whole espoiiditurc of tho Depart- 
ment, as quoted by tho hon. gentleman, 
is, no doubt, correct; but ho knows, and 
evei-y member in tho Senate knows, that 
there aro. diversified duties which find no 
oxpreaaidn -'iri" the-^Piiblic Accounts. 
Whether the Department is properly 
managed or not, ia a matter which I did 
not expect would be diacussed here. 

Hon. Mr. Scott. — Tho hon. Senator 
from DeLorimier called attention to some 
very grave and serious expenditures, more 
particularly in British Columbia, whore we 
find that last ye&T over 848,000 was ex- 
pended, of which less than 810.000 waa 
paid to tho Indians themaelvea, for their 
actual relief and assistance, the balance 
going for payment of commisaioners, 
agents, etc. That seems a very groat dis- 
proportion. With reforenco to tho In- 
dian reserves in British Columbia, the 
subject is a very large and important 
one, and I hope that tho Government, 
while they are making changea in their 
Indian policy, will see that British Col- 
umbia 13 induced to deal more justly 
with the aborigines in tho future than in 
tho past. My opinion is that the In- 
dian reaorves in that Province were en- 
tirely too small; that tho area nlloted by 
the Local Government waa entirely too re- 
stricted. Tho tribes of British Columbia 
are rather superior to those of any other 
part of tho continent. Many of them 
are owners of considerable herds of cattle, 
and their tendency ia to improve thoir 
condition in tho waya followed ih civilized 
life. Thoy take to trading mare readily 
than Indian tribea on tho eastern slope of 
the Rocky Mountains, and, therefore, it 
would havo been highly doairablo ^if |wa 
had encouraged that tendency. ' ' 

Hon. Mj, Gornwidl— The hon. Seniitor 
began with an oxpresaion which seemed 
to me to come -with the worst posaiblc 
graco from a gentleman who had been a 
member of the Government of tho Do- 
minion of Canada. He haa stated that, 
in his opinion, the Indians of British Co- 
lumbia had been practically robbed by 
the Government of that Provineo bsfore 
it became an integral part of the Do- 
minion of Canada. , . , • 

Hon. Mr/ Scott — ^1 am ' prepared to 
provo.it. 

Hon. Mr. Cornwall — Tliat expression is 
one which I think the hon. gentleman, on 
second thoughts, should not have made 
usQ of. It seems to mc to be anasaertion 
that, even if it bore the least aemblance of 
truth, cornea with bad graco from the ex- 
Secretary of State, or from any past or 
present member of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment; as applied to the acts of the 
Government of a province before Confed- 
eration. Ho proceeded to emphasize 
what he had saitl by adding that it had 
been the object of tho Government of ths 
Imperial Colony of British Columbia to 
give to the Indians the very worst ro- 
aorvoa of land they could pick out for that 
purpose... ,T^e,m8ro, fact that the hon.. 
gentleman li'as made such on assertion is 
proof that he haa spoken on tho aubjcot 
upDn glaringly incorrect premises and 
without sufficient data. Prior to Confed- 
eration, tho Indians of British Columbia 
had always had reserved to them the lo- 
calities which they had occupied before 
tho white people came to British Colum- 
bia, as being tho most valuable part of 
tho colony, and these reserves were al- 
ways allotted to thom, yet the hon. gen- 
tleman tolls us that tho Government of 
British Columbia had robbed the Indians 
of their lands, and had picked out for 
their occupation tho worst locations that 
could possibly bo found. Up to a certain 
point, the course taken by my hon. 
friend has a shadow of foundation. These 
reserves wero not, perhapa, sufliciontly 
large for the purposes for which they were 
iintendedf..„,, , ci a • , •-. % 
"*^Hori. -''MrV- ' Scott — la no't one' of the 
present objects of the Land Commission 
in British Columbia to allot to the Indiana 
a larger area than thoy had before that 
colony came into the Union? 

Hon., Mr. Cornwall. — To the time of 
Confederation every acre of land the In- 
diana had asked for, for th^tt own use, 
had heen- given. The' Commission waa ap- 
pointed by the Goveniment of which the 
lion, gentleman himself waa a leading 
member. The whole thing haa boon done 
in the most extravagant and, beyond that, 
in a most fooliah way. Tho Government 
of Oanada of that .day had among theix 
officials in British Columbia a body of 



former Stipendiary Magistrates 
of tho colony) who had a tliorough ac 
quanitance with the Indians and their re 
quirementa, and with the conditions and 
necessities of the country, and had they 
been well advised they would have em- 
ployed these competent men at a com- 
parative small expense to^ do thoroughly 
well, in a limited timlB7%ork which, un- 
der the present system, haa extended over 
sever.al years, with but small results as 
compared with the monetary outky . at- 
tending it. The onus of the expense at 
tending tlie present commission must bo 
on the shouldera of the hon. gentleman 
(who has made the extraordinary speech 
we have listened to)> and hia colleagues 
in the late Government. With regard to 
the question of the ' 'robbery" of the In- 
dians—for that is tho term he mado use 
of — I ask the hon. gentleman where the 
"robbery" comes in, and whether it ia 
not when you go to a race of unaophis- 
ticated people who know nothing of the 
value of the land you wish-to' obtainj'and 
ask thom to dispose of the unalienable 
title to it in perpetuity to you for' ai re- 
diculously small sum of mono}'? That ia 
what I consider robbing the Indians, and 
I hope that policy will never be adopted 
in British Columbia. The Indians of that 
Province, up to the last few years,' never 
supposed for a moment tlmf'they* held 
for tho'maelveB tho' fee ' simple' to the 
lands of British C.luinbia. 

Hon. Mr. Scott.— Who holda it/ 
Hon. Mr. Cornwall.-— I aay that tho 
Indiana never entertained that idea un- 
til it waa put into thoir heads, and the 
utter useleasneBS of inducing them to thinkit 
is so veatedjn thepiaelves. Tlie madnesa 
of the act which ' would try to persuade 
thom to think so, andthe want of moral- 
ity which would enable a Government hav-

BYLAW 



TO FURTHER AMEND THE POUND BY- 

. 'UW, 1878. 

WHEREAS it is expedkul to further 
amend the City Foxtml $ijlaiv; 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE MAYOR 
,-,and;Cbuncillqrs of tho City of Victoria 
03 follows: — 

Notwithstanding anything coiitainod in 
tho Victoria City Pound Bylaw, 1878, it 
shall bo lawful for tho Mayor and Coun- 
cil, by.BjiijJi person aa tlioy shall by reso- 
luti^i^ appoint, upon the uiiplication of 
anyiipeison residing ,>rithin (ho .City of 
;Victoriai imd; .pwning-. or . keeping within 
the limits of the said City a dog or dogs, 
to issuo to such person a liconso entitling 
such person to permit his dog or dogs to 
run at large within the limits of the City 
of S''ictoria aforesaid. Such lii.-anse shall ho 
granted so as to tcrminato on the tliirty- 
tirst day of December in o^di and every 
year, and shall bo issued .tpi au.oll person 
on payment liy him ; of the sum of two 
dollars. 

2. It shall be tho duty of the Collector, 
or otlior ofticor or servant of tlie Corpora- 
tion duly authorized by resolution for 
that purpose, on issuing tho said license 
to register in a book to bo kept for that 
purpose a description of the dog in re- 
spect of which such license shall be grant- 
ed and tho name of tho person to whom 
such license shall bo delivered. Antl the 
officer or servant of the Corporation Lssu- 
ing such liqenso' shall at the -samo time 
deliver to tHo applicant {herefor' a metal 
badge or tag stamped witli the year in 
which such badge or tagshallboisauedaiid a 
number corresponding witli the number 
of tho record o£ tho fssue. of the license 
Lssuod in respect of sncli flog. 

3. Tho owner or keeper of any dog in 
respect of which such license almli be 
Lssuod as aforesaid shall cause a collar to 
bo constantly worn by such dog, with tlio 
metal badge or tag nicntinned in section 
two of this Bylaw attacliod thereto. 

•t. No dog shall bo permitted to go at 
largo in the City of Victoria unless sucli 
dog shall wear a metal badge or tag to be 
used under tho provisions of this Bylaw, 
and in case any dog shall be found loose 
or going at large as 'aforesaid contniiy to 
tho provisions of this Bylaw the owner or 
keeper of such dog shall forfeit and pay a 
fine or penalty of not more tliaii twenty 
dollars; to be recovorod in the manner 
provided for in tho tenth section of "The 
^''icto^ia Kcvciuie Bylaw, 1879." 

And notwithstanding tho imposition of 
any fine under the picvisions of this By- 
law, such dog shall be liable to bo im- 
I)ounded and dealt \yith in all respocts in 
the same nianner^iis if .this .Bylaw had not 
been pa-ssed. 

5. On complaint being made to the 
Collector of Taxes uf the City of Victoria 
of any dog kept \yithiii the City limits 
habitually disturljiiig 'tlio quiet of any 
person or persons whoiiisoover by bark- 
ing or howlins, or endangering tho safety 
of any person by biting or otherwise, tho 
Collector of Taxes on such complaint shall 
issue or cause to be issued notice of such 
complaint to the owner or person keeping 
such dog and shall c^use such, .person to 
remove or destroy supli'dog within throe 
days lifter the service of such notice upon 
such person. And if any person upon 
whom any such notice shall be aorvcd as 
aforesaid shall neglect.to remove or de- 
stroy siich dog within tho period limited 
in such notice,' he shall incur a penalty 
not exceeding the sum of twenty dollars, 
to bo recovered by way of summary pro- 
ceedings before any Justice of the Peace 
having jurisdiction within the City limits, 
and payinont of any fine imposed under 
the provisions of this section may be en- 
forced, in the manner provided in tlio tenth 
soction of " The Victoria Revenue Bylaw, 
1879." 

Provided ahv:'.y.s thui. .stick Justice of 
the Peace shall bo satisfied by proper evi- 
dence that such dog had in luanner afore- 
said habitually disturbed the quiet of any 
person or persons in tho City or had en- 
dangered uie safety of any person or per- 
sons in the saidl City by biting or other- 
wise. 

This Bylaw shall bo read in connection 
with and form part of tho Victoria City 
Pound Bylaw, 1878, and may be cited for 
all purposes as tho Pound Bylaw Amend- 
ment Bylaw, ISSO.
